Rival Unions 
Stir Strikes 
On Watertront 


By NORMAN WALKER 
WASHINGTON, July 28—()— 
Mounting union rivalry and de- 
mands on the maritime industry 
blew up new labor clouds Sunday 


along the nation’s waterfronts, 

Immediately ahead is a strike 
CIO dock workers have voted for 
next Thursday which they claim 
may “tie up the whole West Coast” 
unless an agreement intervenes. 

The AFL disclosed that seven of 
its unions are prepared to band to- 
gether in a National Maritime 
Council, This group would rival 
the newly-formed CIO Committee 
for Maritime Unity, the organiza- 
tion involved in the narrowly- 
averted maritime crisis of Mid- 
June, 

Already both coasts have seen 
a number of AFL-CIO clashes. 
One of these occurred at Coos Day, 
Ore., where the CMU refused to 
load a vessel manned by members 
of the AFL, Sailors Union of the 
Pacific. 

Still another cause for concern 
among government officials atriv- 
ing to keep maritime peace is the 
varying pattern of maritime 
wages recently developed. An 
agreement worked out here June 
15 for CIO Unions, preventing a 
serious strike then, provided a 
$17.50 monthly wage increase plus 
shorter working hours at sea and 
in port. 

The War Shipping Administra- 
tion, which operates most of the 
merchant fleet, agreed to those 
terms as did the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board here. Now, however, 
the AFL Sailors Union of the Pa- 
cific has asked the Government 
to approve a $22.50 monthly pay 
boost worked out with West 
Coast shippers. 

In addition, the AFL Seafarers 
Union, now negotiating with East 
Coast shippers, has agreed on 
even higher hourly wage increases 
including a $27.50 boost for able- 
bodied seamen. 

The Government now has the 
problem of deciding whether it 
will revise upward the pattern set 
in the CIO terms so as to approve 
the two higher AFL agreements. 
If it does approve, the CIO’s CMU 
already has served notice it wants 
to get pay equally as high as the 
AFL seamen. 

Heading the CMU as co-chatir- 
men are Harry Bridges, President 
of the CIO Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen's Union, and Joe 
Curran, President of the CIO Na- 
tional Maritime Union. 

Bridges has called on his ship, 
dock and walking bosses to strike 
next Thursday if they have not 
won an agreement by then with 
the Waterfront Employers Associ- 
ation of the Pacific Coast. 

Bridges’ Union and the CIO Ma. 
rine Engineers Beneficial Associ- 
ation have other strikes scheduled 
for Sept. 30 in behalf of new con 
tract demands and CMU is pledg- 
ed to support them.

Chaplain of the Seventh Army, has announced. 


Col. Rogers pointed out that a 
Virginian, the Rev. John Hurt, is 
usually considered the first Army 
chaplain. He was among the min- 
isters who went to the camps of 
the Continental Army to conduct 
services and administer to the 
men. When peace came after the 
Revolutionary War, he served the 
one brigade which constituted the 
Army at that time. 

Sketching the history of 
Chaplain Corps, Col. Rogers said 
that on July 29, 1775, the Conti- 
nental Congress granted the_ first 
formal recognition of a legal sta- 
tus for chaplains in the armed 
forces, Chaplains were appointed 
to the regiments raised for the 
War of 1812, but for 20 years af- 
terward, the only chaplain in the 
Army seems to have been the one 
at West Point—-and he also served 
as professor of geography, history 
and ethics. 

During World War I, a total of 
2.363 men, were commissioned as 
chaplains in the Army. The 2,514 
chaplains now in the Army in the 
United States and abroad have 
passed the same physica] require 
ments required of other officers 
in the Army.

ings, after he is arraigned. 

“After three weeks of sufficient 
investigation,’ Coghlan said, “the 
defense attorneys haWVe decided to 
allow William Hels to make a 
confession, The § been sul- 
ficient study to warral ‘inging 
Heirens before States ney 
Tuohy. ;

“He is willing to make a confes- 
sion, At any reasonable time after 
arraignment on Tuesday he will 
be taken before the State's At- 
torney to make the confession. The 
manner in which the confession 
will be made shall be prescribed 
by the State's Attorney.” 

Asked hise-position if he ts of- 
fered a confession in consideration 
for a life imprisonment recom. 
mendation, Tuohy said “I will con- 
sider it.”

Ross occurred in her apartment on 
June 3, 1945. Police were Without 
clues. The woman had been killed 
with a knife, her throat cut from 
ear to ear, and the gaping wound 
closed with a. strip of adhesive 
tape, 

BROWN SLAYING 

On Dec, 10 of the same year the 
police were confronted with the 
“lipstick” killing of Miss Brown, 
an ex-WAVE, who had been shot 
in the head with a .32 caliber bul- 
let and a 10-inch bread - knife 
forced through her neck, left pro- 
truding on both sides.

The Foreign Liquidation Com- 
has provided an elo- 
quent obituary for the Canol Pro}- 
ect upon which Lt. Gen, Brehon 
Somervell squandered some $133,- 
000,000 of good United States cash

In life the deceased Canol un- 
dertaking called for the develop. 
ment of an oil field and the con- 
struction of a refinery and a pipe- 
line in the shadow of the Canadl 
an Arctic, to supply our armed 
forces in Alaska. 

Gen. Somervell in 1942 defend: 
ed this visionary scheme on the 
allegation that it was strategically 
vital to the defense of the United 
States. He defended it again in 
1943 as still being strategically 
necessary, although by that time 
our Navy had turned back the 
Japanese at Midway, Guadalcanal 
had been captured and North Af- 
rica invaded. 


CANOL was the project which 
was so “secret” that the Petroleum 
Administration for War could not 
be told about it, nor could Con 
gressmen be given any information 
about ite But it wasn’t so “secret” 
that Canadian magazines could not 
publish articles about it, 

This is the project of which Sec- 
retary of War Patterson, then Un 
dersecretary, said in November 
of 1943: “The Army is proud of 
Canol ,. .. the value of the petro 
leum for the defense of Alaska and 
the Canadian Northwest in future 
years and for the further develop 
ment of this vast, almost un- 
touched territory, is great.” 

On the tombstone marking the 
final resting place of this pride 
ful project of the Army, the For- 
eign Liquidation Commissioner 
has engraved the following: “Com- 
petent military authorities of both 
the United States and Canada con- 
sider... (Canol)... of question- 
able value even in the event of 
another emergency. Investigation 
has disclosed no known possibill- 
ties for postwar use as an entire- 
ty.”” That would seem to take care 
of the “value of the (Canol) 
petroleum for the further devel- 
opment of this vast, almost un- 
touched territory... .° 


THAT this would be the end to 
which Canol would come had been 
predicted. On June 22, 1942, as 
Petroleum Administrator, I wrote 
to the War Department that in 
stead of Canol, a storage should 
be made available at Whitehorse. 
I estimated that a $3,000,000 tank 
er in eight trips would provide the 
tanks with 800,000 barrels of oil 
products by May, 1943, and atill 
have a long life to live. 

The Mead Committee 
fake note of the fact that Gen. 
Somervell preferred to. continue 
the nation’s money. It 
was not May, 1943, as planned, 
but April, 1944, before Canol got 
into operation—a year or more 
after the Japanese constituted any 
real threat to our Western Coast.
